Tin 
vilest nmrderir and the man who had not 
been able to meet some small financial obli- 
gation, \veie huddled togelher.

halt slaivcd gnl who had stolen a loal ol 
bread, and (lie vilest proslitule were placed 
-hie by side. The prisons weie iiutkin, 
criminal.-. 
Then too the piisoncis were 


halt stalled, miserably clothed and often 
cruelly tortuied. 
Men lileially rotted in 


prison and lor the most insignificant ol- 
lences. 
Howard called the allention of the 


nation to this condition of things, and was 
the instigator of reforms 
that embodied 


themselves 
in 
laws 
which completely 


changed all ot this. 
Hut these refoi ms won1 


not easily earned tluough. They cost him 
very dearly. It tuokyeais ol the most pain 
till and sell-sacrificing labor 
and much 


money. Atteihehad reformed the Butish 
I-les he turned his attention to the conti- 
nent, to France, Italy, (iermany and liiissia. 
He counted no tod or sacnhce dear if lie 
might only aid his poor unfortunate fellow- 
men. 
Queens invited him to their palaces, 


but he had no time for that, and turned 
aside to visit their prisons. He was on a 
journey through Russia with the intention 
of visiting Syria and Egypt, when he was 
stricken down ou tlio shores ol the IHaek 
Sea with jail fever which lie had contracted 
in visiting some prisons. 
Heie it was, 


among entire strangers, he died. Tims he 
gave himself and all he had to this sublime 
work. He traveltd more than 4.3,000 miles 
in visiting the chief towns and cities ol 
Euiope and spent upwards of?! 73,000 in 
relieving the prisoner.-, the sick and the 
friendless. 
His life was throughout a 


purely unselfish one. lie thought only of 
the unfortunate and the friendless and of 
how be might aid them. 
Thousands of 


ottieis ha\e thus ministered to the forsaken 
and cared for the forgotten, even to the 
giving tip o£ life itself. Men like Hues and 
Savonarola and Latimer lived in this same 
spirit, sealing their devotion with their 
blood.

BroiUc \\ ondcTfil whether tho bluo jays hail 
flown out ot sight for the purpose ui' eattu^ 
the chestnuts iu M intire secluded spot, ami 
when they sailed back to the tret; u few min- 
utes later ho secreted himself and let them 
work unmnlcMed.
